Thanks for your letter of 20 January 1984 about your research into 
the origins of DIA. It sounds like a first-rate project. 

I'll enclose a copy of my letter to Mr. Brian Kinney, Acting OSD 
Records Administrator, authorizing the access you requested to 
CIA-originated records held by the Office of the Secretary of Defense. 

I'll also enclose a copy of our "CIA Records Access Policy (revised 1 
August 1983)," which outlines the conditions under which this access is 
granted. Following the procedures in paragraph three, we shall arrange 
for the review here of the documents and notes that we receive from Mr. 
Kinney. As soon as the responsible CIA components have completed their 
review, we shall forward the released documents to you. I should 
emphasize that this review is not for declassification; classified 
records released to you must remain classified, and paragraph four 
explains the restrictions on your use of them.
